1. The texts of 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103(a) cited in the previous 
office action are hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. Claims 12-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ibrahim et al, U.S. pat. Appl. Pub. No. 
2003/0061220. 

Ibrahim discloses an intelligent interface for a network 
element including one or more network processors, comprising: 

a) at least one external port (303, 304) ( see par. 33 ) ; 

b) at least one internal port/bus connected the network 
processors of the network element; and 

c) a processor (backup CPE) containing control logic configured 
to execute a first processing environment independent of a 
processing environment of the one or more network processors 
(primary CPE) of the network element, the first processing 
environment including a kernel specifying an operational 
environment of the intelligent interface that will allow the 
intelligent interface to be active when there is a failure 
associated with one or more of the network processors ( see par. 
34 ) . 

Ibrahim also discloses utilizing a virtual file system 
manager to partition and administer the external storage 
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resource to make them appear as local storage resources to the 
network element ( see par. 25-27 ) .
